To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  Baldock  Urban  District  Council. 

MR.  CHAIRMAN,  LADIES  AND  GENTLEMET^: 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1972. 

The  population  of  Baldock  showed  an  overall  decrease  of  40,  less 
than  the  previous  year,  and  again  there  were  six  fewer  births. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  was  slightly  higher  than  the  previous 
year  although  it  was  still  much  lower  than  the  remainder  of  the  county 
and  the  country  as  a whole.  The  perinatal  rate  remained  higher.  No 
maternal  deaths  occurred. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  was  only  slightly  higher  than 
the  previous  year,  the  commonest  cause  of  death  remaining  disease  of 
the  heart  and  blood  vessels.  The  rates  were  very  slightly  lower  than 
those  for  -1971  but  remain  higher  than  those  for  the  county  as  a whole. 

No  outbreak  of  serious  epidemic  disease  occurred  during  the  year 
and  the  state  of  public  health  in  Baldock  remained  satisfactory, 

I would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  public  health,  health 
and  welfare  staff  in  Baldock,  including  those  concerned  with  the 
administration  for  their  help  and  co-operation  during  the  year,

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

WATER  SUPPLY 


The  water  supply  to  Baldock  is  provided  by  the  Lee  Valley  Water 
Company  from  deep  wells  to  the  south  of  the  town. 

The  regular  sampling  of  the  v/ater  has  shown  it  to  be  consistent 
both  in  quality  and  quantity.  One  hundred  and  four  bacteriological 
and  4 chemical  samples  taken  during  the  year  were  all  reported  as 
conforming  to  the  standards  of  purity  suitable  for  public  supply. 

Direct  piped  supply  is  provided  to  all  premises  in  the  town,  and 
there  is  no  evidence  of  pl\irabo-solvency. 

The  average  fluoride  content  is  less  than  0.02  parts  per  million,

The  town  is  served  by  a main  sewerage  system,  into  which  all  but 
3 premises  are  connected.  Of  these,  2 have  septic  tanks,  and  the  other
